A woman 56 years old, from a 
historic Virginia family, who is 
visiting in Yosemite National Park, 
made one of a party of forty-five 
nature-study enthusiasts, who un- 
der thé leadership of Nature Guide 
Bryant of the Fish and Game Com- 
miseion, made the trip to the head 
of Yosemite Falls, continuing on 
through Eagle Peak Meadows to 
the summit of Kagle Peak. This 
means a round trip of nearly four- 
teen miles and a climb of nearly 
4000 feet. 

Although Director of National 
Parks Mather arranged for a large 
increase in the staff of nature 
guides under Dr. Bryant's leader- 
ship, it has been impossible to 
handle the demands on them.

“Petrol consumption was decided 
on the R.A.C. formuia,”’ reads the 
Herald article, “in which the dis- 
tance (miles per galion) is multi- 
plied by the result of dividing the 
weight in pounds by 2240.

PROVISION FOR HELP 
URGED UPON GROWERS 


BURBANK.—At a recent meeting called 
‘at Van Nuys, by the California Prune and 
Apricot Growers’ Association, a wage scale 
was established for work in the orchard 
This scale ts as follows: Apricots, 10 to 1s 
cents for a fifty-pound box; peaches, 6 
to 9 cents for a fifty-pound box; pittings, 
15 to 17 cents for a fifty pound box.

$240,000. The same year, the small outfit 
branded 750 calves and the large one 2500. 
The small outfit had a 1900 paid permit 
and had probably 2500 cattle, while the 
large outfit had some 10,000. The large 
outfit was operated upon old methods of 
open range branding, inadequate salting, 
despised fencing, and supposedly low cost 

. The small outfit was 
completely fenced and cross fenced into 
winter and summer range, well salted, with 
all cattle gentled, with randed cows 
crowded tn summer pasture and with 
calves weaned. It raid top wages for men 
and had the best g.ub and remuda of any 
ranch ig the district. 


Five years later, the small ranch after 
several increases in its permit uumber, 
cold out on the basis of $340,000, was 
Sranding 2000 calves, bad paid itself out 
and had almost tripled in value, whereas 
the large outfit had paid merely interest, 
had never completed its costepayments and 
finally had become involved in a sacrifice 
for loans made. . Its calf branding the last 
year was not greater than that of its first 
year. 

There is anofcer outfit that is run upon 
old time methods of supposedly low cost 
operation, which, in that outfit, means 
nothing that will show as book expense. 
They. are supposed to have 50,000 cattle, 
and pay permits on 30,000 to 40.000 head; 
report says they brand 10,000 ce‘ves and 
have trouble in shipping 4000 steers yearly. 
That outfit would rather waste a side of 
beef than buy one slab of bacon, would 
throw out five boxes of bargain-bought 
wormy fruit rather than buy a box of first: 
class prunes. A common return for a small 
service is the gift of a quarter of beef to 
a neighbor instead of -the paymdeéfit of a 
couple of dollars.
